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Claims 1-42 are presented for examination. 

The amendments and remarks filed on December 26, 2007 have been received and 
entered. 

Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) as being unpatentable over 
Ueno (U.S. Patent 6,566,398) and Yano et al. (Submitted by the applicant) and further 
over Troyer et al. (U.S. Patent 6,506,412) and Schneider et al. (U.S. Patent 6,353,022) 
for the reasons set forth on pages 2-4 of the office action of July 26, 2006 and the 
following reasons. 

Troyer et al. teach the use of omega 3-fatty acids and omega 6-fatty acids in a 
pharmaceutical formulation for the treatment of dry eye syndrome. See the abstract 
and claims 1 and 17. Schneider et al. teach the use of Vitamin E as an antioxidant in 
combination with prostaglandins in an ophthalmic formulation for the treatment of dry 
eye. 

Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered, but are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Applicant in his remarks argues that Ueno does not teach 
fatty acids, but it teaches fatty acid derivatives for the treatment of dry eye. Applicant's 
attention is directed to Troyer et al. reference, which teaches the use of fatty acids for 
the treatment of dry eye. Applicant's arguments regarding the Yano have been noted. 
Applicant in his remarks argues that Yano does not teach the combination of oil rich in 
EPA and DHA and vitamin E. Applicant is reminded that the rejection is an obviousness 
rejection and not anticipation. Furthermore, Schneider et al. teach that addition of 
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Vitamin E, as an antioxidant to compositions used for the treatment of dry eye as old 
and well known.
